Claims 1-3 

Refer to the sections concerning materials for a filter in documents 1-4. As mentioned in 
document 5, it is well known that sintering at high temperatures after the winding and knitting is 
completed is preferable. The said document ([0016]) also mentions that the sintering temperatures 
are decided according to types of metal wires, etc. in a range of 500°C- 1500°C Accordingly, 
considering such well-known matters, a person skilled in the art could have easily made the sintering 
at temperatures above the melting point of a plating metal, and the said document ([0017]) mentions 
that the sintering is intended to join the overlapped parts of wires. 

It was well known at the time of filing of the present application that sintering can be a type 
of thermal treatment, as described in document 6. 

Claim 4 

Document 5 ([00161) mentions that the sintering temperatures are decided according to the 
types of metal wires, etc. in a range of 50O°C-15O0°C, and the melting point of iron is 1535°C. 
Considering those matters, it would be easy to process at temperatures below the sintering 
temperature and above the melting point of the plating metal.
